CLAIMS JUMP 13% 


DAVID Blunkett’s tough 
pledge to get a grip on 
asylum chaos was 
shattered yesterday. 

Shock Home Office figures 
revealed claims for asylum 
rose by a whopping 13% in 
three months. 

But the number of failed 
migrants kicked out of the 
country fell by 15% over the 
same period. 

In all, there were 10,385 new 
asylum seekers in Britain over 
the last three months. 


Just 3,085 failed asylum seek- 
ers — excluding dependents — 
were kicked out between July 
and September. 

That was 2% down on the 
previous three months and 
15% less on the same period 
last year. 

The figures were a huge 
embarrassment to the Home 
Secretary after pledges to slash 
the number of asylum claims.

OUR HEARTS ARE 


THE family of British aid 
angel Margaret Hassan 
last night told of their 
devastation after learning 
she had been executed 
by her evil Iraqi captors. 


They said: “Our hearts are 
broken. To commit such a crime 
is unforgivable.” 

Margaret, 59, had been held 
hostage for nearly a month after 
being seized by militants. 

Yesterday, a video showing her 
final moments was released by her 
captors and played to her family. 

It is believed to show her being 
shot with a single bullet. Senior US 
and British investigators later 
found a woman’s body in the former 
rebel stronghold of Fallujah. 

Mrs Hassan, an Irish-born British 
national married to an Iraqi, had 
lived in the country for 30 years.

A year later, it will be 
outlawed in all pubs 
serving food. 

Private members clubs 
and pubs without food 
will still allow smoking. 

Other measures includ- 
ing new labelling on junk 
food and booze and pro- 
jects to promote fitness 
among kids and fatties. 

Mr Reid called his 
smoking compromise 
ban a “sensible solution”. 

But British Medical 
Association chairman 
James Johnson said: “It 
makes no sense to allow 
smoking in some pubs.

A GUNMAN blasted a 
policeman to death at 
point-blank range as he 
begged for his life, a 
court heard yesterday. 

The killer, David Bieber, first 
shot Pe Ian Broadhurst in the 
chest then calmly pointed the 
gun at his head, it was alleged. 

A tape recorder in the officer’s car 
picked up the 34-year-old Pc scream- 
ing and begging for mercy. 

He pleaded: “Don’t 
Please, no!” 

But while the officer lay helpless 
on the ground covering his face with 
his hands, Bieber “deliberately and 
purposefully” pulled the trigger, the 
court heard. 


Stolen 


As her husband’s last words were 
read out, Pc Broadhurst’s widow 
Eilisa became visibly upset and had 
to be escorted by a female pal from 
the public gallery at Newcastle 
Crown Court. 

The jury had heard how Bieber, 38, 
opened fire on Pc Broadhurst and 
two colleagues as they were about to 
handcuff him in their police car 
after arresting him at the wheel of a 
stolen car in Leeds. 

The first bullet shot straight 
through the bobby’s chest, leaving 
him “seriously injured”. Two more

hit his colleague Pc Neil Roper, a 45- 
year-old father of two, in the back 
and shoulder as he ran for his life. 

A fourth round ricocheted off the 
radio of fellow officer James Banks, 
27 — “miraculously” missing him. 

As Pcs Roper and Banks dashed for 
cover, Bieber allegedly climbed out 
of the patrol car, walked to where Pc 
Broadhurst lay bleeding on the floor, 
and shot him in the head. 

The muzzle of his 9mm semi- 
automatic handgun was so close 


when the shot was fired it left gun- 
powder on Pc Broadhurst’s hand. 

Bieber then fled the scene by 
seizing a couple’s car at gunpoint, 
the court heard. 

The next day he visited a lock-up 
he rented in Leeds where police 
later found a huge cache of ammu- 
nition, bullet-making equipment 
and weapons manuals. 

During five days on the run, he 
changed his appearance and with- 
drew £6,006 from a series of banks 
across West Yorkshire. 

Finally, he made plans to leave the 
country by buying coach tickets to 
take him to Paris on January 2.

But on New Year’s Eve, he was 
arrested at a hotel in Gateshead, 
Tyne and Wear, after suspicious 
staff called police. 

He was still carrying the gun anda 
large amount of ammunition, ready 
for a shoot-out, the jury heard. 

But when armed officers 
surprised him at 2am he realised he 
couldn’t “shoot his way out” and 
gave himself up without a struggle. 

Bieber allegedly told police: “You 
wouldn’t shoot an unarmed man, 
would you?” 

American-born Bieber — who lived 
in Britain for several years under 
the name Nathan Wayne Coleman - 
denied murder, attempted murder, 
and possessing a firearm and 220 
rounds of ammunition with intent 
to endanger life. 

He admitted possessing 298 bullets. 

The trial continues. 


Suicide 
of £1.4m

A COUPLE who stole 
£1.4m to fund a horse 
racing hobby hugged each 
other on a railway line 
and waited for a 100mph 
express train to kill them, 
an inquest heard. 

Henry and Eleanor 
Yearley planned their 
suicide, asking a 
neighbour to look after 
their budgie and sending 
jewellery to a vicar to pay 
for the funeral. 

Financial controller Mr 
Yearley, 62, stole the cash — 
at up to £50,000 a month — 
from his employer 
Specialist Cars of 
Stevenage, Herts, over 
four years. It was used 
mostly to fund his 56-year- 
old wife’s racing interests. 

Five days before they 
were due to appear in 
court for fraud, the couple, 
of Shillington, Beds, went 
to nearby Arlesey and 
stood on the railway line.
